Shortly afterwards the Yuen Sang and 
the Pasting Tete thelr respective pontoons and 
took up thelr anchorage fn the river, the Pacting 
going well’ up towards Double Island, The 
Nawcoa and Fokisn followed sult at about § 
o'clock In the afiernoon, and anchored'eff the 
Chinese fort. The weather was now very bad 
indeed, and by 8 p.m. a bard easterly gale waa 
blowing, knocking up a tremendous sea which, 
asthe tld rose, broke aver the bund and swept 
the road. The ceas broke In as far as Chip Sing's 
Umber yard, whence a number of logs were 
washed lato the Customs’ premises, doing 
some damage to the examination shed, etc. 
At midoight the gale was at its helght, the 
squills being of terrific force and causing the 
houses to shake to their foundations, At sboot 
three o'clock in the morning the wind moderated 
and wore round to the south. However, it was 
still blowing a gsle and the sess which were 
Belng washed over the bund wero like Mquid 
yellow mud, The.mat roofs of the pontoons 
were, of cours7, blown away, and the roadway 
in front of Jardine’s and Butterfield and Swire's 
offices wea strewn with wreckage. 

Between a.m, and noon to-day the weather 
improved rapidly.) The Fok/en was the firct 
boat to return to her buoy, but she was quickly 
followed by the Vamos. At 2 p.m, gigs were

The captains-of all these 
vessels deemed it pendent to ledve the wharves - 
or buoys at which they were moored and take 
up berths where there was more sea-room, 

The “Shan” line Paéshkan left ber berth on 

Thursday afternoon and anchored Inside Double 
Island, whence she sailed at 7 a.m, on Saturday, 
bound for Singapore, with about six hundred 
Chinese passengers on board. Ifthe Pakshan 
escaped having a bad time of it when she got 
outside she was singularly lucky. : 

The wind began to get up ‘at N. E., and from 
6 p.m. on Friday until 2 a.m. on Saturday it blew 
great guns, with frequent and very hard squalls, 
About 2 a.m. it commenced to bear to the 
southward, and by.6 a.m, the barometer rosé 
slightly and the squalls were not so strong.
